Augusta, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—Ap- 
proached by a Constitution correspondent 
and asked as to information he possessed 
on the question of cotton acreage and 
fertilizer reduction, Mr. Calvin said: 

“With thousands of others, I have been 
watching with deep interest the move- 
ment which has for its object the reduc- 
tion of the cotton acreage and of ferti- 
lizers under cotton, each 25 per cent. 

“TI have been carefully gathering in- 
formation on which to base a reason- 
ably correct estimate. You know, of 
course, that it is impossible almost to 
get exact figures in the matter of crop 
acreage. ( 

“My information places the acreage re- 
duction at 22.7 per cent, compared with 
1904. The reduction of fertilizers for 
cotton is full 25 per cent. 

“With ordinary weather conditions this 
year, and these we may expect, the yield 
per acre will average 38-100 of a bale. 
This from 23,250,000 acres (round num- 
bers) will give a crop of 8,830,000 bales. 

‘There can be no doubt that 25 per 
cent less fertilizers has been applied to 
cotton lands than last year. The larger 
sales tell of changes wrought during the 
past three years. Up to that time, fer- 
tilizer figures ran thus: 

“Cotton 60, grain 20, fruit 10, vegeta- 
bles {0 per cent.

Washington Dessau was one of the 
foremost and ‘best known lawyers ir 
Georgia, a Man who when he took hold!

He graduated from the state university 
in the class of 1870, ang among others 
who were members of the same class 
were Hon. N. E. Harris,| of Macon, his 
law partner; Chancellor Walter B. Hill, 
of the state university, and Congressman 
Charles L. Bartlett. With him at the 
university were Henry W. Grady, in the 
class of '68; Justice W. H. Fish, of the 
Supreme court, and Judge Emory Speer, 
of the United States court, in the class

Mr. Deasau was fifty-three years old. 
He has _ been for years president of 
the Macon bar asociation, where he was

News of Death in Macon. 

Macon, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)—News 
of the death of Hon. Washington Dessau 
was received in Macon with great sur- 
prise. The shock was evident through- 
out the city, and tonight there is a 
mantle of gloom cast over the com- 
munity. The remains arrived in Macon 
at 7 o’clock and were met at the union 
depot by the Macon Bar Association in 
a body. The remains were escorted to 
the residence, from which the funeral 
will occur on Friday on account of the 
distance which must be traveled before 
some of the family arrive in Macon. A 
meeting of the Macon Bar Association 
was called this morning immediately 
after the news of the death was an- 
nounced. 

A large attendance quickly responded 
and arrangements were made at the 
meeting held in the city court room for 
paying due. respect to the deceased presi- 
dent of the organization. Judge William 
H. Felton presided at the meeting. TNe 
session was short and different members 
were dispatched with the several duties 
to be performed. 


Distinguished Career, 

Hon. Washington Dessau was one of 
the leading members of the bar of Geor- 
gia. He was one of the first presidents 
of the Georgia Bar Association and was 
always a prominent leader in the de- 
liberations of this body. He was presi- 
dent of the Macon’ Bar Association, and 
was generally known as the strongest 
lawyer in Maton. He was a clear speak- 
er, concise, cultured and ornate in his 
argument. The general comment in the 
courts as learned 
whom he spoke is that no matter what 
cause he was representing, it was a 
pleasure to listen to his use of pure 
English. 

He drafted the bill several years ago 
validating bonds and‘also drew that re- 
cently passeq calling for the election of 
judges by the people. He was assistant 
division counsel for the Central and 
Southern ratiways here, and head coun- 
sel for the Macon Railway and Light 
Company and the Macon Gas Light and 
Water Company. He was a leading Mason 
and is generally known as the founder 
of the Masonic home in this city. His 
friends often said his name should have 
been written in every brick of that 
splendid institution. He offered the plan 
of founding the home to the grand lodge 
in this city, and through his efforts it 
was carried through, and the funds for 
building it were gathered in time for its 
completion before his death. On the day 
of his death the home was almost ready 
to be thrown open for the reception of 
occupants, 

He was born July 24, 1852, in this city. 
His parents were pioweer citizens of Ma- 
con. A. Dessau, his father, was a proml- 
nent citizen here for a long number of 
years. Washington Dessau was. second 
honor member of the class of the 1870 
at the University of Georgia. He grad- 
uated with Congressman Charles lL. 
Bartlett, Hon, Walter B. Hill, Hon. Nat 
E, Harris and with Beeks, Huguenin and 
others who have made the class a famous 
one. 

In 187! he graduated from the law 
school of the University of Georgia and 
went into practice in Macon in the office 
of Nisbet & Jackson. He was afterwards 
with the firm of Dessau & Strohecker in 
this city, and was for some time by him- 
self. Soon he was ajmember of the firm 
of Bartlett & Dessau, in this city, and he 
remained in-this firm until C. L. Bartlett 
went on the bench. The firm was then 
changed to Dessau & Hodges, Judge 
Hodges, of this city, taking the place of 
the withdrawing member. The firm was 
soon changed to Dessau, Hodges & Ells, 
Hon. Roland Ellis being admitted as a 
third member. In September, 1889, the 
deceased man became a member of the 
present firm of Dessau, Harris & Harris, 
and has remained at the head of the firm 
up to his death. This was one of the 
leading law firms in the state, and Messrs. 
Washington Dessau and Nat E. Harris 
have been often engaged in numbers of 
large suits. The last important work 
done was that on behalf of the admin- 
istrators of the R. H, Plant estate in 
this eity. 

Hon. Washington Dessau was a mem- 
ber of the board of education of Bibb 
county and took great interest in the 
progress: of this system. He was also 
chairman of the board of examiners ad- 
mitting members to the bar of Georgia. 
He devoted a great deal of time to mak- 
ing the conditions of entrance upon the 
practice of law in this state of high 
standard, 

He leaves a wife. two sons and two 
daughters. The children pave practically 
reached the age of womanhood and man- 
hood. All the relatives of the family 
have been notified. On account of the 
fact that some of them live in New 
York, the funeral will not occur ‘unti 
they have time to arrive. Funeraj ar- 
rangements will be announced at a later 
dime,

Consignor Must Be Given Notice of 


Shipments—Charge for 
Mixed Freight in Carload 


The railroad commission yesterday is- 
sued circular No, 304, containing some 
important changes in the commission's 
rules and in classification. 


The new storage rule Providing for no- 
tice to the consignor within six days 
after the rejection of a shipment of 
freight, the new freight rule providing 
that where an assortment of different 
kinds of freight is shipped as a carload 
lot, the rate for the whole carload shall 
be that of the highest class, the changes 
in the milk rates and changes of classi- 
ieation on staples, furniture aid stoves 
are given.

“Where a consignee shall give w the 
delivering carrier notice of his refusal 
to accept a shipment of freight properly 
tendered in pursuance of the bill of lad- 
ing, the delivering carrier shali give to 
the consignor legal notice of such re- 
fusal, and if the consignor fails within 
three days thereafter to give direction 
for the disposition of such goods, he 
shall thenceforth become liable to such 
carrier for the usual storage charges, to 
tue same extent, a... at the same rate, 
as uch charges are now, under like 
circumstances, by the rules of this com. 
mission, imposed upon consignees who 
neglect or refuse, after notice of arrival, 
to remove freight of like character, 

“And where a consignee of freight 
either in carloads or leas than carloads 
shall fail or neglect’ ’*to remove such 
freight within six days after the expira- 
tion og free time, then the carrier shall, 
through the agent at point of shipment, 
so notify the shipper, unless the con- 
signee has signified his acceptance of 
the property. Said notice may either 
be served personally or given by mail. 

“No such notice to the consignor, how- 
ever. shall be required of a carrier com. 
pany where goods are shipped in less 
than carioad lots, unless such goods, or 
the packages containing the same, shall 
legibly bear the name and address of 
L.te comsignor thereof, 

“A consignee who has once refused to 
accept consignment of goods, shall not 
thereafter be entitled to receive the same, 
except upon the payment of all charges 
for storage which would otherwise have 
accrued.’”’ 

The following rule is hereby adopted 
as freight rule No. 3 of this commis- 
sion: 5 
FREIGHT RULE NO. 30. 

“When a mumber of different articles,

President Johnson also Cails the atten- 
tion of patriotic Georgians to ta: fact 
that the. Georgia division is almost ‘vith- 
out funds with which fo carry on thc 
important work which it hes undertaken, 
and urges those who are interested to 
come to the aid of the division. 

Followiuig is the interview of President 
Johnson: 

“Two matters, just now, I would line 
to getbefore and impress upon the peo- 
ple of the state. First, that the sale of 
fertilizer tags is explainable in several 
Ways. Taking it for granted that the 
humber sold is placed on sacks, and will 
be actufilly used—it does not necessa‘ils 
foHow that it is used under cotton. For 
instance, as it appears in The Constitu- 
tion of Saturday, from Newton county, 
the acreage in corn is largely increased, 
and the use of fertilizers much more ex- 
tensive thereunder. I know that much 
more was used for wheat in my section 
last fall than in the fall of 1903. I, in- 
dividually, used twice as much anu: 
wheat. I doubt not this is true of oth 
ers. As to corn, it is not only true of 
Newton county, but my information is, 
that it is true in a great measure over 
the state. J am also informed that much 
more is used under oats than usual. 
Again the tags may be sold, and yet the 
lertiliter will not be. 

“I am not prepared to believe that the 
farmers have signed the pledges of ie- 
duction, and will then proceed to usé 
more. Indeed, I do not believe it. Every 
county reporting to us, reports reductivo 
in each—acreage and fertilizer, There is 
pienty of time for even more reduciien 
in south Georgia, when the oat crop 
comes off—early enough to plant cotton 
after oats.

LO the state division) _— gone entirely 
to the parent association, Georgia get- 
ting no part of the funds. Now, I would 
not be understood as somplaining at 
what has been given to the parent asso- 
ci@fion. I only ask that you be as gen- 
erous with your. state association, on 
which is the burden and responsibility of 
the work in Georgia. It is my under- 
standing that the funds raised in our 
sister southern states went into the state 
treasury, and. hence only one-half went 
to the parent association. With Georgia 
this is not true except as to the three 
instances above referred to—the other do- 
nations having gone into the national 
treasury and not being divided. You un- 
derstand that under the organic law of 
our association the state diyision divide: 
up One-half with the parent associatioa-- 
the latter does not divide down with the 
states. Now, I want to appeal to Geor- 
gians from the standpoint of state pride, 
and as being true to Georgia, that you 
place her on an equal footing with her 
southern sisters In this ork. This is 
fair to Georgia, fair to her southern sis- 
ters and fair t@ the parent association. 
It is just to yow Georgians that you know 
where and how your contributions are 
divided,”” . 


Fertilizers for Corn, 


In discussing the recent reported heavy 
sales of fertilizers in some of the south- 
ern atates, President Harvie Jortian, of 
the Sauthern Cotton Association, ex- 
pressés the opinion that a great deal of 
this fertilizers is being used under corn 
this year, and further, that while the 
cotton acreage has 
in some sections of the country, more 
fertilizer is being used under the cotton. 

Mr. Jordan in an interview says: 

“My attention has been recently called 
t»o the heavy sales of fertilizer tags 
through the departments of agriculture of 
the states of Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina, indicating that the shipment of 
commercial fertilizers up to date are equal 
to, and even slightly exceed, the ship- 
ments of a year ago up to the present 
time. This clearly Indicates one of three 
things that is now being done by the 
farmers in those three states. First, that 
a much larger. amount of commercial 
fertilizer is being used under corn this 
year than last year; secondly, that the 


cotton acreage is not being reduced, or, 


thirdly, that if the acreage is being re- 
duced, the use of commercia) fertilizers 


under cotton is being increased. Cer- | 


tainly the fertilizer companies would not 
be purchasing such an enormous number 
of tags and shipping their goods out to 
important points unless there was already 
an unprecedented demand for guano by 
the farmers, or they had good knowledge 
that the goods would be gold after ship- 


iment. 


“Up to the first of March the sales of 
commercial fertilizers had been very light 
as compared with the sales of one year 
ago, Up to the first of April we find from 
the reports of the commissioner of agri- 
culture of the three states named that 
dimost aS many or more tags had been 
sold this year than for the corresponding

The Monument Erected Over 


The Confederate Dead at Oakland 
Cemetery,and a Brilliant Editorial 


Printed in The Constitution 
Of March 25th, 1873. 


The word monument is derived from monumentum, from 
moneo, to remind—anything directed or made to perpetuate the 
memory of persons or events. 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association have devoted time, thought, 
prayers and continuous effort to have erected in-the ‘‘Oakland 
Cemetery’’ a monument to the memory of the gallant Confeder- 


ate dead who quietly sleep beneath its sod. When completed it 


will be a costly monument, not on account of the money spent in 
its construction, but the labours and devotion of its fair projectors. 
When Metius Cartius jumped into the yawning chasm to save 
Rome it was deemed illustrative of the saying that ‘‘Rome’s best 
wealth was patriotism.’’ This monument will remind us, then, 


of Georgia’s best wealth. 
At James’ Bank is a small glass case in which may be seen 


piled up promiscuously Confederate treasury notes and Georgia 


notes, amounting in the aggregate to one million and a half of 
dollars. Here are all denominations, from 50 cents up; some that 
have seen service and some as bright and new as if just issued from 
the press. 

What a monument! What a reminder! Once it was the 
semblance of wealth and power; now it is waste paper. 

Here/is a ten dollar bill that has evidently seen service; wrin- 
kled, greasy, mutilated! - For this some poor private endured the 
biting blast, the nipping frost, the wearisome march, the priva- 
tion of the camp, for the comforts of home! Aye, lost a leg or an 
arm, an eye—mayhap his life. And this ten dollars was for one 
month’s service of privation, hardship and danger. The carmine 
that illuminates it may well remind us of the blood that was spilled. 
This package of $100 bills, so smooth and elegant, is a memento 
mori of the barter of manhood for mammon, of patriotism for pelf, 
of Christianity for covetousness. For this the specalator sacrificed 
all the finer feelings of his nature, and repressed thé higher emo- 
tions of his soul; for this he ground down the soldiers’ wives, and 
passed unheeded by the wails of suffering childhood. | Little he 
recked of humanity or charity if he possessed the power of Midas 
to turn everything to gold, though it be the tears of starving wom- 
en and the groans of perishing children. 

Ah! how many departed hopes, crushed aspirations, blasted 
lives, broken fortunes and scattered households does it represent? 
How many priceless tears, unavailing cries, untold anguish, vacant 
chairs, does it call to mind? How much of happiness gone forever, 
of aimless lives and early graves, of shattered constitutions and 
mutilated! limbs, is it a s¢mbol? 

Aye! it symbolizes the vanity and uncertaintt of wealth. Why 
toil, simply to hoard up that that is worthless in itself; that only 
represents good as it is used for good. The love of it for its own 
sake indurates the soul, the desire to accumulate it for the pur- 
pose of affording means of good enlarges the heart.
